T HE second big tank battle in the Libyan desert is imminent, 
~ a military spokesman stated in Cairo last night, as General 
Cunningham s armoured forces have been reorganised. 


The German High Command is bringing up reinforcements 
for the expected clash near Sidi Rezegh, which may develop to- 
day, and has launched a raid against the Egyptian frontier, in 
an effort, it is believed, to divert attention and forces from the 
main operations. This column, it is stated, has fought with con- 
siderable dash, notwithstanding the fact that combined action of 
tanks, artillery and Air Force has destroyed one-third of its 


tanks’ strength. 


The desert outpost of Jalo was captured by the British yes- 
terday, who also took 200 Italian prisoners. 


_ The German High Command last night claimed that posi- 
tions on the Sollum front are still being held, and that fresh 
British attempts to break out of Tobruk have been frustrated. 


HARD FIGHTING AHEAD 


‘Once again another big battle is im- 
minent for the destruction of the enemy 
k forces,’’ a military spokesman de- 
ired in Cairo later last night. ‘* Our 
oured forces have been reorganis- 
after days of continuous fighting. 
re is every reason to suppose that 
new battle will be as hard as the 
Confidence in the outcome 
ains unshaken, The communiqué 
es a clear picture of what happened 
morning.

tinued, had undoubtedly weakened 

mself for the main battle by detach- 
a raiding party of tanks, since, in any 
case, these would not be in time for 
the battle. 

Dealing with the progress of the 
New Zealanders along the coast, the 
spokesman said that their advance was 
siow, as they had found a number of 
pockets of enemy troops, mainly Ger- 
nan lorry-borne infantry, who had to 
be mopped up. They had met a fair 
amount of opposition, but were now 
moving forward with substantial tank 
reinforcements.—(Reuter.) 

While optimism still prevails at 
Cairo, says Associated Press, the 
strength and fighting qualities of the 
German panzer units and the skill and 
resourcefulness of their commanders is 
not being under-estimated. ‘‘ We have 
a fair idea of what remains of the 
German forces, and the indications are 
that just as hard a scrap lies ahead as 
has taken place in the past four or five 
davs,” a military spokesman said. 

It is believed that if the Germans 
feel the battle going against them they 
will make the greatest possible effort 
to get everything left around the 
Tobruk by-pass to the Derna region, in 
the west. 

While the Germans, through fierce 
counter-attacks, are not now encircled 
to the same extent as they were four 
or five days ago; this means little in 
the present battle, military spokesmen 
said, since the sole object of the cam- 
paign is to destroy German armoured 
forces in Cyrenaica, and the present 
position offers as good an opportunity 
for this as did the position a few days 
ago. British reinforcements are mov- 
ing up. They include tanks and 
infantry. The Germans meanwhile are 
striving desperately to get reinforce- 
ments. 


GERMAN CLAIMS 


BERLIN, Wednesday.—German mili- 
farvy sources, speaking through the 
official German News Agency, claimed 
to-night that Axis North African 
troops had halted Britain’s desert 
offensive and encircled the British 
forces. In the present stage of the 
hitter battle an English offensive can 

» longer be spoken of, it was claimed. 
This source claimed that strong tank 
forces had been annihilated, and that 
the amount of booty and the number of 
prisoners was growing steadily. At

the same time Germany was trying to 
match her sea forces against the 
British. 

One German source claimed that 
German U-boats had been sent to the 
Mediterranean especially to assist the 
Italian Fleet in meeting the present 
British drive. 

The Stefani News Agency yesterday, 
according to a telegram from Rome, 
reported that violent fighting had not 
abated on the central sector of the 
vast Libyan desert front. It was 
claimed that in the eastern section the 
Savona Division “ tenaciously continues 
to smash new insistent attacks by 
numerous enemy forces, inflicting 
further heavy losses on tanks and 
mechanised weapons.”’ 

There is no official confirmation in 
Pretoria, says Reuter, of the Italian 
claim that Brigadier B. F. Armstrong 
has been taken prisoner. 


VAST BATTLE AREA 


Telegraphing from the British 8thArmy 
Headquarters on Tuesday night, a 
Reuter Special Correspondent says :— 
With great banks of dust swirling 
cangerously above, the frenzied 
machines beneath, the great battle of 
Libya, on which the fate of North 
Africa depends, continues  inconclu- 
sively this evening over an area of 
5,000 square miles. British, South 
African, Indian and New Zealand 
troops are still locked. in mortal 
combat with the Germans and Italians 
on a battle area extending about 100. 
miles from the Egyptian Gender town 
of Sollum to Tobruk. Observers report 
that the huce melée is one vast area 
of confusion. On the British Army's 
left flank south of Tobruk the great 
tank battle of the last five days has 
been temporarily broken off, leaving 
the German panzer divisions with a 
very small number of tanks from their 
original number. Part of our armoured 
forces are still in contact with German 
tanks, and the remainder have extri- 
cated themselves to reform and receive 
reinforcements. 

Although suspended, the contact 
between the two armoured forces is 
still of supreme importance, and its 
outcome, which cannot yet be foreseen, 
may decide the progress of the entire 
campaign. 

Bardia is closely pressed by our 
forces advancing from Capuzzo, 15 
miles to the south, while the Germans 
and Italians, embedded in the ravines 
about encircled Sollum, are defending 
themselves desperately against the 
slow strangulation by British, Indians 
and New Zealanders. Around Tobruk 
our gradually emerging forces are 
locked in a struggle with the Germans 
and Italians, who are striving to pre- 
vent them cutting a channel through 
to our forces advancing from the south- 
east, only 12 miles away. 

Such are the bare outlines of the 
battle, which is developing into a 
fantasia of bitter scrimmages.

BRITISH REPORT 


The Middle East war communiqué 
issued from G.H.Q., Cairo, yesterday, 
states :— 

“ Throughout yesterday British and 
South African troops in the general 
area of Sidi Rezegh held their ground, 
while New Zealand reinforcements, 
with important British tank forma- 
tions, were steadily making progréss 
westwards in the face of considerable 
opposition. In the. meantime the 
British force from Tobruk, supported 
by tanks, had steadily i Doe 5 east- 
wards from the original positions 
captured in the first two days of the 
sally. This force has now added to the 
number of prisoners taken, and it has 
also captured 24 field guns. 

“In the Sidi Rezegh area, which 
remains the main battle front, the Ger- 
man High Command has also brought 
up reinforcements, and another heavy 
clash is expected to develop to-day. 
Meanwhile, in an effort to divert at- 
tention and forces from the main 
operations the enemy staged a raid on 
a substantial scale along the general 
axis Gabr-Saleh eastward across the 
frontier wire south of Sidi Omar. This 
raiding column was last located in an 
area midway between Halfaya and 
Sidi Omar. From Gabr Saleh onwards 
it was continuously attacked both by our 
bombers, and by low flying fighter 
attacks. When about to cross the 
frontier this enemy raiding column was 
engaged by our field guns and by our 
tanks, losing about one-third of its 
estimated strength in tanks. — British 
mobile columns with 
been organised to deal with this diver- 
sion. 

‘* Considerable British tank reinforce- 
ments previously held in reserve have 
now reached the forward areas, where 
our armoured formations are rapidly 
reorganising after five days’ continuous 
fighting to resume their part in the 
main operation about. Sidi Rezegh. 
Further south, British and South Afri- 
can mechanised forces, in co-operation 
with Indian troops, have captured 
Jalo, taking 200 Italian prisoners, to- 
gether. with quantities of stores and 
equipment. eadéibons in this region 
continue to develop satisfactorily. 

“Our Air Forces continue to co- 
operate with bombing attacks on enemy 
motor transport and armoured fighting 
vehicle concentrations in the battle 
area. One particularly successful attack 
on an enemy column resulted in a 
number of enemy vehicles being hit and 
damaged.”’ | 


SEVEN SHIPS SUNK 


Seven Axis supply ships or troop 
transports have been sunk, a cruiser 
and a destroyer probably sunk, and a 
supply schooner set on fire by British 
naval forces since the battle in Libya 
began, it was stated authoritatively in 
London yesterday. 


U.S. TERMS FOR 
PEACE IN PACIFIC 


HANDED TO JAPANESE 
ENVOYS 


Conditions on which America would 
contribute to a peaceful settlement in 
the Pacific are believed to have been 
contained in a '' document ” handed by 
Mr. Cordell Hull, U.S. Secretary of 
State, to the Japanese Envoys in 
Washington early this morning, says 
teuter. 

Both Admiral Nomura, Tokyo’s Am- 
bassador, and Mr. Saburu Kurusu, 
Special Emissary, parried questions 
after their State Department visit, and 
officials declined to go bevond a state- 
ment that the basis of the communica- 
tion handed to the Japanese rested on 
certain principles frequently reiterated 
by Mr. Hull, 

But in Washington it was generally 
believed that efforts to secure a general 
agreement had failed, and that the 
two Powers were concentrating on a 
temporary limited agreement, which 
would at least postpone the danger of a 
conflict in the Far East. 

China is said to be “ anxious,’’ and 
her representatives are expected to 
remain firmly opposed to the accept- 
ance of reported Japanese concessions, 
which include no reference to the 
invasion of China. 

Mr. Hull escorted the Japanese 
Enoys as they left the State Depart- 
ment. All three were smiling, but 
silent. Their meeting lasted an hour 
and a-quarter. 

The document which Mr. Hull had 
handed to the Japanese Envoys is 
believed to be a United States blue- 
print for peace in the Pacific, but, as 
it is based on the “ non-aggression ”’ 
doctrine preached for years by Mr. 
Hull, its reception in Tokyo is con- 
sidered highly uncertain.—(Reuter. ) 


ESCAPED GERMANS FLEW 
R.A.F. ’PLANE

Two German airmen who escaped 
from a British prison camp com- 
mandeered a small R.A.F. trainer 
‘plane in a north-west district of Eng- 
land and flew about one hundred miles 
before being forced down by lack of 
fuel. Both were recaptured. 

The British Air Ministry and the 
War Office are holding oflicial inquiries. 

The two Germans walked up to the 
airport and told one of the groundsmen 
to tune up the “plane, in which they 
afterwards flew away. 

They are said to have landed near 
a Royal Air Force station and to have 
protested that they were Dutch airmen 
off to bomb shipping near the occupied 
coast. Suspicions were aroused when 
it was seen that beneath their flying 
suits they were wearing uniform 
buttons made of wood, covered with 
silver paper. After questioning, they 
were handed over to an armed guard, 
having practically reached the coast in 
one of the most daring escape attempts 
in Britain during this war. 


BIG EARTHQUAKE WAS

RUSSIANS CLAIM 


SUCCESSES 


GERMAN ADVANCE 
AT ROSTOV 


I” a new attempt to encircle 
Moscow the Germans have 
thrown strong Íorces against the 
Russian lines in the Stalino- 
Gorsk direction, thirty miles 
south-east of Tula. This thrust 
has broken through at one point 
and reached a town, says a 
Moscow report. 

Fierce battles are raging near 
Volokolamsk, where a new Ger- 
man attack threatens the high- 
way to Leningrad, Mozhaisk and 
Maloyarolsavets.— (Reuter. ) 


MOSCOW, Wednesday.—At Rostov 
a further advance by Russian troops 
is reported. After a fierce 24 hours’ 
battle they dislodged the Germans 
from new lines to which they had 
retreated and drove them back another 
six miles. 

Near Klin, on the Kalinin highway 
to the capital, a ‘‘complicated and 
tense situation” is reported by Moscow, 
but German headway from the north- 
east of this, too, has been checked by 
a counter-attack which has retaken five 
villages and continues to develop. 

A fierce German offensive against 
the road from Tula to Moscow has 
been checked also, according to Moscow 
sources, but the position has become 
‘‘more difficult ’’’ with a heavy. drive 
designed to turn the Tula-Serpukhov 
highway.— (Reuter. ) 


BRITISH TANKS 
KUIBISHEV, Wednesday.—British- 


built tanks, manned by Soviet crews, 
have driven the Germans out of two 
villages on the Central front, says 
Reuter’s Correspondent, which adds: 
“The tanks (light ones) in action for 
the first time, attacked a 
battery and two companies of enemy 
infantry. The tanks then swept on to 
another village and freed it from the 
enemy. 

“Other British-built tanks, together 
with Soviet tanks, stand ready to de- 
fend the point “Y” against sudden 
enemy raids. The officer in charge is 
pleased with the armouring and arma- 
ment of the British-puilt machines, 
and impressed by their excellent con- 
trols, The shell from the small cannon 
mounted on them, he said, could pierce 
the armouring of the German heavy 
tanks. More and more recognition 1s 
being given in the Soviet press to the 
aid being supplied by Russia’s Allies 
and friends. American-built fighters 
have now entered into action on the 
front.’ 


GERMAN CLAIMS 


LONDON, Wednesday — Claiming 
successes on the northern front, Ger- 
man radio gaid to-day that one 
battalion crossed the River Volkhov 
and occupied a road in the Soviet rear. 
The battalion repulsed Red Army 
counter-attacks and occupied a small 
town. It was claimed that 15 Soviet 
‘planes had been destroyed vesterday, 
and that from November 9th-16th 
Russian ‘planes losses totalled 232. 
“ German units are invincible in at- 
tack,” the speaker claimed, ‘‘ and their 
enthusiasm after the capture of Rostov 
was enormous.” Even when they had 
entered Rostov the troubles of the Ger- 
man troops were not over; for “‘ once 
more there were sleepless nights, and 
the ‘men were horribly frozen.’’ The 
whole city had been mined, some mines 
being concealed under large buildings. 

The German radio claimed also that 
during November 20-25 the Luftwaffe 
destroyed 700 Russian _ transport 
vehicles and damaged about the same 
number. It was claimed that 40 rail- 
way engines had been destroyed and 
84 damaged, and that 28 tanks had 
been destroyed. 

A military spokesman said that the 
Germans had made ‘important terri- 
torial gains in the Moscow region. 
“There have been successes of far- 
reaching importance,” it was said, but 
the Germans were up against the 
‘‘ inner defences’’ of Moscow.—(Asso- 


ciated Press.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 
The Moscow midnight communiqué 
states:—‘‘ During November 26 our 
troops fought the enemy on all fronts. 
Particularly stubborn fighting took 


place in the Volakalamsk and Stalino-: 


gorsk sectors of the Moscow front. On 
November 23. according to precise data, 
55 German aircraft were destroyed, not 
19, as previously stated. On November 
25th 33 German aircraft were destroyed. 
Our losses were five.’planes. Two Ger- 
man ‘planes were brought down near 
Moscow on Noveinber 26th.” 


BOMBER DESTROYED

RIBBENTROP “SURE OF 


VICTORY " 


ERLIN, . Wednesday.—Herr 
von Ribbentrop told signa- 
tories of the Anti-Comintern 
pact in Berlin to-day: —Roose- 
velt is mainly responsible for 
the war. He has been forced to 
act in the way he has owing to 
the failure of the New. Deal and 
his home policy, He is trying 
to lead the American people 
into a war which they do not 
want, which they can never win, 
and which will only demand 
terrible sacrifices from them. 
Mr. Churchill is co-operating 
wholeheartedly. 


“ Britain, he said, ‘‘would be the 
chief sufferer from a prolonged war, 
because, even helped by America, she 
could never hope to equal the strength 
of Germany and her Allies either on 
land orsea. Inthe air in battles between 
the British Isles and Europe, provoked 
by Churchill, the odds are obviously 
against Britain. 

‘‘ When the main fighting services of 
Germany and her Allies are employed 
against the British Isles by air, sea 
and land, .Britain will be laid. .waste, 
and must, sooner or Íater, suffer de- 
feat.” 


PEACE FEELERS 


He denied that Germany had put 
out peace feelers, saying: ‘‘She has 
never had the slightest intention of 
doing so, either now or at any other 
time. If, despite this, reports con- 
tinue to come from Britain concerning 
peace feelers, the only explanation is 
that this desire for peace originates 
with the people of Britain.”’ 

Herr von Ribbentrop said that the 
German Government had received pre- 
cise information that at a secret session 
of the British House of Commons in 
1940 Mr. Churchill made a statement 
as follows :—1l, @m the basis of nego- 
tiations carried out in Moscow he had 
received the definite assurance that 
Soviet Russia would enter the war on 
the side of Britain, and he had an un. 
conditional assurance of the support of 
President Roosevelt for Britain’s wag- 
ing of war. The aim of the Anglo- 
Russian plan was to attack the German 
troops in the Balkans from as many 
sides as possible. 

‘* The plan as known,” said Herr von 
Ribbentrop, “was frustrated by a 
speedy German victory, thanks to the 
attitude of our friends in the Balkans 
and of the Turkish Government.”’ 


RUSSIAN CORN 


Claiming that ‘‘in the last five 
months the last military hope of the 
Anglo-Saxons in Europe has been de- 
stroyed,” he said : “Europe is free of 
blockade for ever. The corn and raw 
materials of European Russia can now 
satisfy the needs of Europe.” He 
said that the idea of a German attack 
on America was, militarily, ‘‘ simply 
fantastic,” and President Roosevelt 
after Munich threatened the Chamber- 
lain Government with thumbscrews 
should they attempt to come to terms 
with the Fuehrer over the Polish ques- 
tion. 

His concluding comment, after 
affirming the certainty of the achieve- 
ment of the ' New Order”’ in Europe, 
was: “If for a certain time bombers 
still come now and then, we will see 
to it that reprisals are taken ten- 


fold.’’—(Reuter. ) 


DEATH OF HON. BRINSLEY 
PLUNKET 


NOTED IRISH SPORTSMAN 


The death of the Hon. Brinsley 
Sheridan Bushe Plunket, uncle of the 
present Baron Plunket and son of the 
fiith Baron Plunket, has taken place 
at Port Sudan, ‘Lhe Hon. Brinsley 
Plunket was owner of Luttrellstown 
Castle, Co. Dublin; the present Italian 
Legation, where he entertained regu- 
larly, having had among his guests on 
one occasion Mr. Douglas Fairbanks, 
the famous film actor. He was brother 
of the sixth Lord Plunket, who was 
killed with his wife in an air accident 
at San Simeon, California, in 1938. 
He raced on a small scale, and had 
horses in training with. Mr. Maxwell 
Arnott. Among his horses the best 
known was Millenium, a vefy promising 
junior, which won at Naas and Bal- 
doyle, and was looked upon as likely 
to develop into a sensational hurdler, 
but was killed during a race. 
His greatest hobby was shoot- 
ing, and he was a very successful 
breeder of wild duck on the lake 
at Luttrelistown, where his shoots were 
very popular. In Essex in recent 
years he had gone in for intensive 
market gardening with much success, 
and intended to start the same business 
in County Dublin after the war. In 
1927 he married Aileen Sibell Mary, 
daughter of the Hon. Arthur Ernest 
Guinness, and he had two. daughters, 
Nealia Clotilde and Doon Aileen, He 
was a very popular member of Irish 
society, and his keen sportsmanship 
embraced the people of Luttrellstown 
district, where he had organised a cricket 
team and a boxing club, which regularly 
sent representatives to tournaments in 
Dublin. His father was Governor 


of New Zealand from 1904 to 1910. | Hitl

NEW USE FOR 
HEADLAMPS

W HILE Wexford farmers’ 
wives are obtaining only 
Is. 10d. to 2s. per |b. for their 
turkeys, their menfolk are mak- 
ing as much as £5 a night 
catching rabbits. The women 
find it hard to reconcile them- 
selves to the price of turkeys. 

Only in rare instances is 2s. per |b. 
being offered by the buyers, an. ex- 
porters say that the difference between 
these prices and the 2s, 6d. fixed 
price in England is little enough to 
pay carriage, insurance, freight and 
other expenses and give them a rea- 
sonable profit. This time last year 
producers obtained 1s. 6d. to ‘ts. 7¢. 
per lb. They were looking for bigger 
prices this year, because supplies are 
smaller owing to the scarcity of feed- 
ing stuffs. 

But the men are not worried. Scores 
of farm labourers have left regular 
employment to hunt ‘‘ bunny,” and 
farmers complain that they cannot .re 
men for farm work. Rabbits were 
ls. a pair before the war. ‘This time 
last year they were considered dear at 
2s, a. pair. Now they are fetching 
4s. a pair, and at Ferns market last 
weex they were 4s. 4d. One dealer 
told me that he was obtaining Is. 
each for rabbit skins for export! 


HEADLIGHTS 


prices have brought new 

Gone are the trap, the 
snare and the gun. These are too slow 
for the modern hunter. The latest 
method being used all over the country 
consists of a motor car battery, or a 
series of small batteries, and a head- 
light. The hunters approach the field 
of operations noiselessly, and take up 
their positions between the burrows 
ana the rabbits out grazing. When 
the light is flashed on, the rabbits 
come racing into the glare. A couple 
of men with sticks, helped by terriers 
and greyhounds, knock them over as 
fast as they can Jay about them. 
Immense hauls are made. ‘Two men 
in Taghmon district last week killed 
0) pair of rabbits in two nights and 
cashed them for £10. Even six such 
lamps operated round a village means 
an extra £50 or £60 a week in cir- 
culation there. 


STORMY NIGHTS 


Many farm labourers who never saw 
more than about Ws. a week wages are 
now enjoying what is to them the 
wealth of £7 and £8 a week. The 
dark, stormy nights, are the best for 
their game; it is more difficult on 
calm, moonlight nights. And farmers, 
whose fences are honeycombed with 
rabbit warrens, welcome the ‘‘rabbit 
war, although some of them have 
suffered losses because gates have been 
left open, and, in a few cases, young 
horses have been frightened by the 
light and have raced into fences, in- 
juring themselves. 

Both farmers’ wives and farmers are 
Pleased with the current price of 
chickens—12s. to 13s. a pair. The only 
thing that puzzles them is—who as 
eating them at that price. One woman 
said to me: ‘‘Sure the hospitals cannot 
use them all, and wouldn’t you want 
to be very rich or very sick to pay 7s. 
for a chicken?”

Fenebiicome Triplets 


We venture to address a friendly 
remonstrance to Mr. Sean MacEintee. As 
Minister for Local Government, he has 
had the misfortune to inherit many results 
of ill-considered legislation. Now, with 
many other difficult and distracting 
duties, he is in the unhappy position of 
having to give effect to three complicated 
Acts of Parliament which his predecessors 
contrived, but hesitated to put into force. 
These are the Local Government, the 
County Management, and the Public 
Assistance Acts, which, being  inter- 
dependent, are due to become operative on 
some day early next yeer. Bearing much 
evidence of hasty preparation—of amend- 
ments accepted without edequate con- 
sideration of their practical consequences 


open up new vistas in the whole domain 
of local government. As their provisions 
apply to the City and County of Dublin, 
the home of a fifth of the country’s 
population, these three enactments 
present many special problems and many 
possibilities of success or - failure. 
Although they were declared by Mr. 
MacEntee’s predecessors to be transitional 
approaches to the development of a 
unified system of metropolitan adminis- 
tration—on some such lines as those pro- 
posed by the Greater Dublin Tribunal— 
there seems to be good reason to fear that 
the period of transition may be a period of 
quite extraordinary confusion and diffi- 
culty. Let us very briefly draw Mr. 
MacEntee’s attention to some of thie 
reasons for these fears. In the first place, 
there 1s the fundamental difficulty—which 
could not be foreseen when legislation was 
being prepared—created by the postpone- 
ment of local elections, and the con- 
tinuance in office of a multiplicity of local 
authorities whose decisions must be 
guided, interpreted, and translated into 
action by the City and County Manager. 
‘Called on to meet the local demands of 
these eight or ten bodies of representa- 
tives—who retain their control of finance 
and other “ reserved’’ services—no single 
individual, however resourceful and indus- 
trious, could be expected to supervise the 
details of administration and to address 
his mind to the iarger problems of metro- 
-politan management. 

Apart from that fundamental defect, 
which this newspaper has foreseen, and 
frequently discussed, it now appears that 
the Acts impose quite absurd and un- 
workable limits on the City and County 
Manager’s authority to deal with the 
officers and staffs of the bodies for whose 
business affairs he will be made, at least 
nominally, responsible. The origin, and 
the inevitable result, of these restrictions, 
which are dealt with by a contributor on 
another page, require little comment. If, 
however, the facts are as presented, we do 


conclusion that the consequences of legis- 
lation in its present form will be the 
creation of a new series of needless 
entanglements in the whole arena of 
metropolitan administration. If it were 
necessary to advance further evidence in 
support of the view that amending legis- 
jation is necessary, we might quote from 
a report of the proceedings of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, in which 
Mr. J. A. Ryan, Dublin’s County Surveyor 
and Chief Planning Officer, commented 
on ‘‘two public authorities dabbling with 
one comparatively small drainage scheme, 
and his conclusion that “it was about 
time that some of the findings of the 
Greater Dublin Tribunal were put into 
operation.” We might stress the fact that 
the Acts to come into force next April will 
leave the same two authorities to 
““dabble ” with drainage schemes, and to 
prepare separate plans for other city and 
county developments. We might point to 
Howth, incorporated by Act of Parlia- 
ment in the city, but, owing to mysterious 
failures to put the Act in force, left to 
wonder what may happen next. Once 
again we might express our regret that the 
reasonei recommendations of Mr. Justice 
Gavan Duffy and his Tribunal colleagues 
seem to have received scant attention 
from the Government which appointed 
them to examine and report on Dublin’s 
administration. 

Forced to recognise that such complete 
remedies are unlikely to be applied before 
next April, we ask what, in the mean- 
while, can be done to remove some of the 
more glaring defects of the Management 
Act before it comes into force? We have 
suggested that Mr. MacEntee shall secure 


simple, but far-reaching, amendment. We 
urge that the City and County Manager, 
with the Minister’s approval, shall be 
vested with the necessary authority to pro- 
ceed with a scheme of staff reorganisation 
regardless of local boundaries within the 
county. We repeat not only that legisla- 
tion, as it now stands, will fail to pave 
the way for a system of unified metro- 
politan government, but that its effect 
would be to create new and formidable 
barriers against organic development. 
Furthermore, there is the very real danger 
that the whole managerial system may be 
brought into discredit if it is subjected 
to needless overstrain. Under the most 
propitious conditions, management of the 
metropolitan area will call for the exer- 
cise of rare qualities of experience, energy 
and judgment. Mr. Hernon’s possession 
of these qualities has been demonstrated 
by the success which has attended his 
management of the Corporation’s business. 
Nevertheless, there are limits e beyond 
which unduly dissipated energies must 
result in decreased efficiency. While we 
have no guide to Mr. Hernon’s own views 
of what can, and should, be done, we 
do not hesitate to say that he is faced 
with tasks which—as the law now stands 
—may be beyond the wit of any one man 
to discharge with reasonable efficiency. 
Hence we plead that the Minister for 
Local Government shall take whatever 
steps are necessary and possible to clarify

that a compromise might be reached which 
would maintain, at least, the show of 


for A few months longer; but this morn- 
ing’s neWs would seem to imply that the 
possibility has become weaker, rather than 
stronger. The conversations in Washington 
between Mr. Kurtisu, the Japanese envoy, 
and members of President Roosevelt's 
Government have not come to an end. 
Nevertheless, the Press of both countries 
seems to despair of a rapprochement. 
Japan claims that Mr. Cordell Hull's 
talks with the representatives of the re- 
maining ‘‘A.B.C.D.’’ Powers have 
prejudiced the issue very sériously; and 
everything that is happening in the Far 
Fast forms an ominous background. 
United States’ nationals in Tientsin—the 
city which bore the brunt of Japanese 
hostility three years ago—have received a 
final warning to go home, and by now 
there can be very few Americans who 
either have not left, or are not preparing 
to leave, China. As hopes of peace have 
declined, Chinese hopes have risen. 
General Chiang Kai-shek and his 
followers are frankly jubilant, because 
they realise that any substantial agree- 
ment between the Americans and the 
Japanese would expose them to the full 
fury of their enemies. According to 
Chungking, large and increasing Japanese 
forces are being concentrated at various 
points through French Indo-China, in 
readiness, to all appearance, for an early 
assault upon the Burma Road, the artery 
by which China obtains the bulk of her 
munitions of war. .The Japanese retort 
that approximately 300,000 Nationalist 
troops are stationed along the northern 
Indo-Chinese frontier — presumably, to 
thrust southwards into the enemy's camp 
—and that this threat must be countered. 
The United States Government virtually 
has committed itself to full and open 
support of Marshal Chiang Kai-shek, 
although it knows that such action almost 
certainly will drive Japan to ally herself 
openly with the “ Axis’’ Powers, and thus 
will bring America directly into the 
European war—which thereby will become 
a world war in every sense. Neither 
country is anxious to take the risk. The 
United States has no desire to become an 
active belligerent, when she could do so 
much more harm to the “ Axis” in her 
capacity as “the. arsenal of the 
democracies.’’ Japan, no doubt, is amply 
competent to maintain and intensify her 
campaign against China—especially if she 
could induce the democracies to stop 
supplies—but it is doubtful in the extreme 
whether she could put up a fight against 
the combined Far Eastern strength of 
Great Britain, the. United States, 
Australia, and the Chinese Nationalists. 
Clearly each side in the Washington con- 
versations is hoping against hope that an 
arrangement will be reached. Neither, 
however, professes to be content with any 
less concession by the other than the total 
abandonment of its Far Eastern policy. 
Between these irreconcilable demands, 
what compromise can be imagined? 


** House and Garden” 


At a recent meeting of the Archi- 
tectural Association in Dublin, Mr. G. O. 
Sherrard, who spoke on the subject of 
“ House and Garden,” touched on a most 
important point in connection with 
suburban gardens, a point which so far 
seems to have escaped the attention of 
both gardeners and architects. ‘‘ The 
ideal thing,” he said, “would be for 
architect and gardener to consult together 
before the house is built.” In this way 
the house could be placed in the available 
amount of allotted space to the best 
advantage, from the point of view both of 
symmetrical appearance and ease 'f 
tillage. At the present time the builder 
is in the habit of building the greatest 
possible number of houses in the smallest 
possible amount of space, and the only 
thought that either he or the architect 
gives to the garden is the attempt to 
divide the waste land of builders’ rubble 
and cement which remains into some sort 
of order; to see that everybody gets 
roughly the same area of land without 
considering whether the houses could not 
have been better placed in the available 
amount of space. The result, in most cases, 
is that the occupants, when eventually 
they start work on the garden, find it im- 
possible to cultivate; for the house is 
placed so that it shields all the sun from 
that part of the garden which is used for 
the cultivation of vegetables; while it is 
not shielded from the blast of the harsh 
and bitter wind; and the front garden is 
so designed that it is impossible to find 
space in it for a lawn, while the path to 
the front door must take the form of an 
unsightly curve in order to allow for the 
relative positions of the front door and the 
gate, and the illogical site of a tree which 
was left in the middle of the garden. He 
does not consider the fact that a small 
garden in which the house was suitably 
placed would be worth a great deal more 
than a large garden in which the house was 
so placed as to make tillage a virtual im- 
possibility. Of course, we realise that 
there ig not sufficient available building- 
space to allow every builder or architect 
to piece his gardens together jig-saw 
fashion until he had arrived at the ideal 
arrangement, but we feel that a con- 
sultation between architect, builder, and 
gardening expert at an early stage in the 
proceedings could not do anything but 
good. It would not always be possible to 
reach an ideal, but it is more than likely 
that between them they would arrive at a 
more satisfactory arrangement of the 
gardens than the present system allows.

EVIE HONE EXHIBITION 


If Miss Hone’s work—now on exhibition at 
Contemporary Pictures, 133 Lower Baggot 
street, Dublin—amounts almost to a cate- 
gorical repudiation of the self-conscious 
“grand style ” art of the English eighteenth 
century, it is not at all because the artist 
has not the grand manner at her command. 
As a matter of fact, her work is very grand, 
but it is grand with the simple grandeur, 
the quiet unaffected nobility of a greater 
century than the eighteenth—of that century 
between 1150 and 1250, when the so-called 
Gothic art that was to become the glory of 
Western Europe was rising in the Ile de 
France. It is clear that Miss Hone has 
something of thé larger medieval humanism, 
which, unlike the profane and aristocratic 
humanism of the Italian High Renaissance, 
derived from a humility of attitude that was 
inculeated by religious teaching, and that 
resulted in an extraordinary receptivity of 
perception. 
At the entrance to the exhibition there is 
a magnificent cartoon for a stained glass 
window representing the Saviour in Benedic- 
tion—the window is in the chapel of the 
military barracks in Cork—and one goes on 
through an array of smaller stained glass 
cartoons, of completed stained glass windows, 
of oil and gouaches pictures, and of draw- 
ings, which, taken all together. canstitute 
one of the most impressive exhibitions held 
in Dublin for a very long. time. Every 
exhibit is packed with invention and sensi- 
bility, so packed that those who are used 
to the easy superficialities of academic art 
may occasionally find it difficult to appreciate 
the richness of content that marks even the 
smallest study, But in these landscapes, 
with their broken _linear rhythms and 
intensely varied colour harmonies, there is 
something of the very essence of the rock 
and soil and vegetation of Ireland, of its ever- 
changing skies and seas and inland waters. 
(No wonder the great Irish window, ‘“* My 
Four Beautiful Fields,’ which Miss Hone 
designed and executed in Dublin—she is a 
worker at An Tur Gloine—made such a 
sensation when it was exhibited at the 
World’s Fair in New York). And as for 
the group of drawings from the tombs at 
St. Canice’s Cathedral, Kilkenny, which are 
included here, they are something much more 
important than mere archmological studies, 
Quite “ unphotographic,’’ they are rather in 
the nature of a series of unfailingl tic

laythings in the London stores are absent, 
or an acute shortage of toys has developed 
since intensive toy production was sus 
pended some months ago. To begin with, 
there is no tinsel in the shop windows, 
but there is a fairly reasonable variety 
of toys available in substitute materials 
inside the stores, including plenty of dolls, 
all made of composition—no china—and 
wearing rayon instead of lace and silk 
frocks. They do not open or close their 
eyes any longer. Tin soldiers are made 
of soft lead and ate unpainted. The 
unkindest cut of all for some kiddies 1s 
that there are no trains. The manu- 
facture of celluloid toys has practically 
ceased. In one recent year, one firm alone 
made three million table tennis balls, 
three and a half million babies’ rattles, 

and four million celluloid dolls. 


Excessive Wages for Juveniles 


The returns for juvenile crime show an 
increase of forty per cent. in the number 
of children under fourteen years found 
guilty of indictable offences, and twenty- 
five per cent. in the age group fourteen to 
seventeen. The break up of home life— 
much greater than in the last war— 
evacuation and high juvenile wages are 
the main causes. Mr. John Watson, 
Chairman of the London Juvenile Court, 
points out to-day that no effort has been 
made to check the excessive wages paid 
to boys in their teens, which in London 
before the war were, roughly equivalent 
to a shilling for each vear of their age. 
To-day, especially in those employments 
where the ultimate employer is the State, 


the rise in the cost of living. Frequently 
he has to deal with boys who are receiving 
between £3 and £4 a week, some even 
more. Recently he had before him a boy 
of fourteen, whose weekly wage was 
£6 5s. Od., and who, having lost his job, 
began to steal. Mr. Watson maintains 
that the effect of these sudden riches is 
highly mischievous, that habits of 
extravagance are being formed which 
unsettle for life. ‘“Too often,’’ he declares, 
“ they are squandered on gambling and 
drink or lavished on the kind of girl who 
will always pursue a boy with money.” 
He urges immediate steps to impose a 
measure of general wage control for lwys 
and girls, at least until they are eighteen. 
and adds a warning that the employments 
which bring so huge a reward presently 
are but blind alley occupations, “ which 
will Jead nowhere when the present 
economic madness ends.”’ :

There is nothing more dear to Lord 
Woolton’s heart than the idea that Britain 
should come through this war, protecting 
the children and feeding them in the 
schools and at home with the foods so 
essential to their growth and well-being.

Listeners to Radio Eireann to-morrow 
are to hear that accomplished young 
Dublin actress, Miss Ginette Waddell. 
play the part of her own great grand-aunt. 
in a “ feature ” which Mr. Larry Morrow 
has written about Mayne Reid, the 
famous author of boys’ stories. 

Miss Waddell is the daughter of Mr. 
Samuel Waddell, the Land Commissioner, 
who is better known to the play-going 
public as Rutherford Mayne, the author 
of “ Bridge Head” ‘‘ The Drone,”’ 
‘“ Peter,” and many more plays of the 
Irish countryside. The “ Mayne ” part of 
his pseudonym he took from his Mayne 
Reid ancestors; the “ Rutherford ” from 
Mayne Reid’s mother’s family, who were 
in their turn descendants of the “ hot and 
hasty Rutherford ” mentioned in Walter 
Scott’s “‘ Marmion.” 

Mayne Reid was one of the most re- 
markable men who ever left Ireland. As 
a boy he ran away from his home in 
Ballyroney, Co. Down, to America in the 
50's of last century, lived among the 
traders and Redskins for six years, be- 
came a war correspondent-soldier in the 
Mexico-American war, turned novelist, re- 
eruited an American legion to fight against 
Austria and Russia in the cause of Hun- 
garian freedom, became.a “ best-seller.”’ 
lost his fortune through extravagant 
building schemes, and at fifty years of age 
began the struggle for existence all over 
again, returning to America and actually 
succeeding in re-purchasing the copyright 
of most of his novels, so that his wife 
might end her life in comfort. 

Even his marriage had something of the 
fantastic about it. When he fell in love 
with his wife-to-be she was a child of 
thirteen. When he married her she was 
only fifteen and he was thirty-five.

Recently, after a good deal of juvenile 
persuasion, I re-visited the Fifteen Acres 
in the Phenix Park to witness a very 
important football match. You may not 
have heard of this football match, but it 
was important enough to make twenty-two 
young men attire themselves in flimsy 
Buan and shorts in the teeth of a rasor- 
ike east wind.

Arnold Bennett and Ireland

UNALTERED 


MR. H. MORRISON'S 
FIRM STAND 


Hinting that, he would rather resign 
than have his vital powers of de- 
tention under Regulation 18B curbed, 
Mr. H. 8. Morrison, British Home 
Secretary, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, successfully resisted 
attempts to secure a change in the 
regulation.

CHORAL SOCIETY 
MENDELSSOHN’S “ ELIJAH” 


Virile and colourful singing by the 
chorus was the most impressive feature 
of last night’s performance of 
Mendelssohn's oratorio, ‘‘Elijah,” by 
the University of Dublin Choral 
Society, at the opening concert of their 
105th season. The choir parts were, in 
the main, well balanced; the tone full 
and pleasing, and the singers knew 
their work well, so that Mr. Turner 
Huggard, who conducted, had very 
malleable material on which to bring 
out his effects. The recitative chorus, 
“The deeps afford no water,” was 
effectively sung, but the most descrip- 
tive singing was in the Invocation of 
Baal, in the first part, and again in 
the recitative and chorus between 
Queen and chorus and in part two. 
The work in both these sections had 
spontaneity and liveliness that gave 
force and conviction to the singing. 
The big chorus, “Thanks be to God,’ 
also was well declaimed, the- accele- 
rated tempo, after a somewhat slow 
start, being very telling.

SURVEY OF IRISH

the secretary of the company, has been 
dismissed. The judge, ig giving his 
decision, recommended that this man 
should be retained in the company. 
Mark you, this man is not an alien; 
he has “roots here; he has a family 
here; he is a man of good reputation, 
but, because he responded to the 
appeal of the Government, and would 
not be a party to this fraud and 


robbery, those people had the 
audacity, «within a fortnight after 
their conviction on the minor 


charge which I have mentioned, to 
dismiss him from his employment. The 
man who was public spirited enough 
to expose this fraud was thrown out of 
employment. So far as those people 
are concerned, himself and his family 
can starve, while the man who was 
convicted can celebrate his victory in 
one of the big hotels in the city. He 
can celebrate his triumph over the 
Government and the Jaw and the Min- 
istry of Industry and Commerce and 
everybody else. Are we or is the 
Government going to stand by and 
allow a man like the Secretary of that 
oy to be thrown out on the 
streets by a non-native? 


SECRETARY’S DUTIES 


Senator M. HAYES, who observed 
that he did not know anyone con- 
cerned in the company and that his 
knowledge was based on pag igi 
reports, said that the Secretary of a 
public company had three duties: a 
duty to his immediate supervisor, the 
Managing Director—in this case, one 
of the accused men—a duty to the 
shareholders of the company, and a 
duty as a citizen to the State. 

The Secretary of the company, who 
was instrumental in putting the State 
into its present position in relation to 
the guilty people, has lost his liveli- 
hood in circumstances which, it appears 
to me, will not improve his chances 
of getting another post. - More im- 
portant than the position of the indivi- 
dual is that every other secretary of 
a company is asking himself a question. 
He is saying to himself: ‘‘If I take 
any action of that kind or. become in- 
volved in any way in an affair of this 
nature will I be thrown out on the 
street?” That, from the point of view 
of the public, is very lamentable, and 
it is a situation which the Minister 
should do everything possible to avoid. 


INEQUITABLE AFFAIR 


Mr. HAYES said that he did not 
want to discuss the policy of tariffs, 
monopolies os special favours, ‘‘ but,”’ 
he added, ‘‘ since the policy has been 
adopted of giving favours to groups of 
individuals, we must surely agree that 
these individuals have obligations im- 
osed upon them. The Minister has 
nm given very considerable powers 
over firms and individuals, and any 
person put in a position of making 
profit must realise that, while he has 
got such facilities, there also is power 
to remove the privileges, and that 
that power will, if necessary, be 
exercised. When a person enjoying 
special privileges from the State breaks 
the law, the person who keeps the law 
should not be in a worse position than 
the person who has broken the law. 

“I don’t think that any fine or any 
income tax penalty upon a public com- 
pany is comparable to the loss of his 
livelihood by a wage earner. The man 
who did the State a service appears 
to have suffered, while the persons who 
reaped the profit are mere y punished 
in a purely monetary sense. That 
seems to be an inequitable estate of 
affairs. 

Senator 8. GOULDING, who de- 
scribed the matter as a very serious 
one for the Irish people, asked for in- 
formation regarding the proportion of 
Irish and foreign capital in the com- 
pany, and said that the secretary of 
the company had acted a manly part, 
and it would be too bad to let such 
a man down in favour of any foreigner. 


THE DIRECTORS 


Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS said that while 
he believed that the directors should 
not remain directors of a company to 
which they could not give reasonable 
attention, the public should not think 
that a director who attended meetings 
regularly and was conscientious could 
watch all transactions. Even the best 
directors could not give their full 
attention to invoices, the checking of 
goods and other items, where there 
could be abuse. It was in the interests 


.of the directors of companies that the 


integrity and strong positions of the 
secretary and auditors should 
be maintained, because without them 
the position of the directors would 
be such that the services which they 
could give—and they gave considerable 
service—would be almost futile. The 
company were clearly in a difficult 
position after the case, and he had 
sympathy with the directors, who were 
in no way connected with the case. 
Mr. FRANK MacDERMOT said 
that he was shocked to read of the 
re-appointinent as managing director of 
the man who was convicted of fraud. 
This was the worst flaw. 


THE WITHDRAWN 
CHARGES 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that, in so far as 
the withdrawal of other charges against 
the two men on trial was concerned, 
he wanted to say there was nothing 
which the Government would welcome 
more than an opportunity of making 
the fact fully known to all the public. 
He understood that an opportunit 
would be taken in the Dail next wee 
to make such a statement. 

I am not in a position to go into 
detail, said Mr. Lemass, but I think 
I should say that the withdrawal of 
the other charges against the two men 
on trial was not done at the wish of 
the Attorney-General or the counsel 
representing the State in the case. I

thus established his integrity and 
public spirit. 

In reply to a point raised by Senato 
Goulding, the position is that the com- 
pany is an Irish company, established 
under the laws of this country, with the 
great majority of its ordinary shares 
held by citizens of this country and 
the majority of the board of directors 
are citizens of this country. I agree 
entirely with Senator Douglas that the 
other directors of the company cannot 
be commended on their action after 
the result of the trial, in declining to 
accept the offer of resignation of the 
Managing Director or in dismissing the 
Secretary. I do not think these 
directors showed that they fully appre- 
ciated the significance which the public 
attach to the whole incident. 


COMPANY’S PROFITS 


I feel strongly on this matter, de- 
clared Mr, Lemass, because I feel that 
this one incident, isolated though it 
may be, may do damage to the policy 
of industrial development in this voun- 
try which may take yearg to repair. 
It is natural that people assume from 
one incident that irregularities of the 
same kind are general. I am sure that 
most people connected with business 
in this country know that incidents of 
the kind revealed in this trial are most 
ufusual, and that so far as the public 
companies of this country are con- 
cerned, there is nothing in the conduct 
of any of them which could possibly 
lead to similar circumstances arising. 
It is a very rare occasion that any- 
thing of this character emerges in the 
courts, and it would be a false conclu- 
sion for anyone, because of this one 
incident, to believe that there were 
similar irregularities in the conduct of 
other public companies. My feeling in 
this matter is strengthened by the fact, 
that for some time past it has 
been the experience of the De- 
partment of Supplies in dealing 
with this company that they were 
unwilling to afford to my Department 
the same degree of co-operation which 
other manufacturers give, and in some 
respects their attitude could be de- 
scribed as one of obstruction. 

In the year 1940, said Mr. Lemass, 
as soon as accounts for the first half 
of the company’s financial year became 
available, it appeared that they were 
making profits substantially in excess 
of those previously earned. These 
profits were not per cent. The 
profits revealed by these accounts of 
the company and certified by auditors 
in 1937 were £5,400, in 1938 £6,300, 
in 1939 £7,900. These were net profits. 
It was not until the year 1940 that a 
substantial inflation in the company’s 
profits appeared. It is true that to a 
considerable extent that sub- 
stantial inflation in the com- 
pany’s profits was due to the 
development in that year of an — 
trade of considerable dimensions, That 
export trade was made possible by 
heavy stocks of materials purchase 
during the early months of the war. 
It was brought to an end by my Order 
prohibiting those exports in the early 
part of this year when I considered it 
desirable to conserve that stock of 
material for our own purposes. 


POWER OF INQUIRY 


The matter of the prices charged by 
the company at home was taken up, 
because it was obvious that, despite 
the development of this export trade, 
the profits being earned were substanti- 
ally greater than appeared justifiable, 
even if allowance were made for the 
expansion in the company’s business 
at home. At an early stage in the 
Department's examination of the com- 
pany’s affairs, information became 
available to the Department 
which it was consider shoul 
be communicated forthwith to the 
Attorney-General and that information 
led eventually to the court proceedings 
referred to here. During the period 
that the court proceedings were pend- 
ing, and while the managing director 
was suspended from his office I con- 
sidered that the attitude of the com- 

any called for drastic action by my 

partment, but it was a matter of 
some difficulty, as Senators will under- 
stand, to devise a course of action 
which it could not be argued might 
rejudice the trial. Now that the trial 
bá ended, that position will be taken 
up. I should explain, that the power 
of the Minister for Taustr and Com- 
merce to investigate the affairs of the 
company are strictly defined in the 
Companies Consolidation Act. The 
Minister had no right or power to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the company 
unless he is requested to do so by 
shareholders of the company holdin 
not less than 10 per cent. of the issu 
shares. I have received no request 
from the shareholders of this company 
for an inquiry into its affairs. The 
company is, of course, subject now to 
the terms of the Standstill Order in 
regard to the wages of its employés. 
It does also limit the distribution of 
dividends by public companies, and 
these profits are subject to the excess 
profits corporation tax already im- 

sed. 
a do not, wish to say anything about 
the allegations that the company has 
defrauded the Revenue. at is a 
thing on which we may all have an 
opinion, but it must be clear that there 
has been no judicial decision as yet on 
that subject. I know the matter is 
engaging the attention of the Revenue 
Commissioners, but I cannot say more 
about it at this stage. 


TARHF SUSPENDED 


The only privilege, went on Mr. 
Lemass, which the company may be 
said to have enjoyed from the Govern- 
ment is that of a protective tariff. A 
decision was taken to nigh sg the pro- 
tective tariff mura by t company, 
and that action has now been imple- 
mented. It will be necessary, assum- 
ing that the attitude of the company 
will remain unchanged, to take further 
measures to regulate the sale of its 

roducts. What these measures may 

I am not now in a position to say. 
It is a matter of some difficulty to 
regulate the Fe and distribution of 
products of the character produced by 
this company. If there has been any 
delay on the part of the Department 
of Supplies in taking that action it was 
due solely to the fact that these Court 
‘proceedings were pending, and it was 
not desirable to allow the creation of a 
situation in which it could be said that 
the trial of the persons charged had 
been prejudiced by the action of the 
Government. understand that a

PREVENTION OF 
FIRE 


SOME DETAILS OF 
ORGANISATION 


The report by Major Comerford, 
Chief of the Dublin Fire Brigade, on 
the organisation of local] fire prevention 
in an experimental block of buildings 
has been submitted to the City Mana- 
ger and the Department of Defence. 

The block chosen was that enclosed 
by the Westmoreland street-D’Olier 
street—Fleet street triangle. 

Under the scale of protection laid 
down by the Outline City Scheme, says 
Major Comerford, in the report, three 
fire parties would be needed at the 
very minimum for such a block of | 
buildings. These would be more than 
ample if the roof levels were the 
same and the buildings all in the same 
type of occupation, but detailed inves- 
tigation showed that a minimum of 
four parties would be necessary, and 
that that would suffice only if altera- 
tions were made in certain roofs. 
The general scheme having been de- 
cided on a meeting of all interests in 
the block was suggested, which took 
place at the invitation of the board of 
directors of the Jrish Times in their 
premises. At this meeting it was 
found that less than 50 per cent. of 
interested firms sent representatives, 
bu: these represented about 90 per 
cent, of the property in the block. 
The general scheme was outlined to 
the meeting and a sub-committee 
formed, with practically plenary 
powers to implement the scheme. 

Two fire posts can be located in the 
top floor of Men's Wear, Lid., and the 
Regent Hotel, and two more in the 
Trish Field and the Irish Times.
